Residents gather 
to debate future 
of St. Patrick’s 


‘It’s our land.’ Public 
meeting brings calls 
for using former high 
school site for non¬ 
profit and arts groups

The first public-engagement 
session on the future of the old 
St. Patrick’s High School site on 
Quinpool Road saw dozens call 
for a mixed-use development, 
green space and room for non¬ 
profit and arts groups. 

About 60 people gathered at 
the Halifax Forum Wednesday 
night to hear a presentation by 
HRM staff on the condition of 
the old school. 

“It’s our land. We have the 
ability to say, ‘This is what we 
want,”’ said area councillor Jen¬ 


nifer Watts. 

Siloen Daley of Carbon Arc 
Cinema Co-op said she hopes 
staff looks into keeping the 
60-year-old school’s auditorium 
as a much-needed space for 
arts groups, stating to applause 
that such groups are the “heart 
and spirit” of a community. 

Residents brainstormed 
ideas like green space, housing 
for all ages and incomes, archi¬ 
tecture, underground parking 
and commercial space or eat¬ 
eries at street level. 

“It was nice to hear that a 
lot of people are interested in 
keeping community and green 
space and arts as top priorities 
... more than ‘How can we 
make a quick buck?”’ Daley 
said. 

Bringing the building up to 
code would cost an estimated 
$10 million, so city staff is rec¬ 
ommending HRM demolish 
the school and rezone the site 
for development. 


It's going down 


Demolition of St. Patrick’s 
could begin in fall 2014, 
according to HRM staff. 


Watts said this is the first 
time HRM will use Adminis¬ 
tration Order 50, a policy gov¬ 
erning the disposal of surplus 
property, which came after 
the “painful” experience with 
St.Patrick’s-Alexandra. 

She said the new process is 
more transparent and easier 
for citizens to track. 

The process also created 
five different categories under 
which to evaluate sites. Watts 
said St. Pat’s likely fits into 
the economic development 
categoiy, allowing for part¬ 
nerships between non-profits 
and developers, but says the 
property should be sold at the 
$6.76-million market price.

Formervolleyball 
coach guilty of sex 
crimes to be 
released 

With his 
four-year sen¬ 
tence nearly 
complete, 
a former 
Dartmouth 
girls vol¬ 
leyball coach 
convicted of 
sexually assaulting one of 
his underage players is set 
to be released, according to 
documents obtained from 
the Parole Board of Canada. 

Joseph Emile “Luc” 
Potvin pleaded guilty in 
September 2011 to multiple 
charges of sexual exploita¬ 
tion against a 17-year-old 
girl during his time as a 
volleyball coach at Prince 
Andrew High School. 

The teenage victim 
addressed the court in a 
statement explaining how 
the ordeal had brought on 
an eating disorder, anxiety 
and depression. 

“No one will ever under¬ 
stand what it was like,” she 
said. “No one.” 

Potvin was convicted 
later that month of child 
luring, possessing/produ¬ 
cing child pornography and 
sexual assault. 

His statutory release 
date is May 31, 2014. 

As a condition of his 
release, Potvin — who is 
now in his mid-fifties — 
may not be in contact with 
the victim nor any girl 
younger than 18 years. He 
must stay away from areas 
where children gather and 
is banned from possessing 
pornography or any com¬ 
puter or phone with access 
to the Internet. Finally, he 
must report all intimate 
relationships to his parole 
board officer.

‘Horrible accident.’ 
Woman dies after 
bicycle collides with 
transport truck in 
Dartmouth, say police 


A Dartmouth woman who 
came upon the aftermath of a 
fatal collision between a cyclist 
and a truck Wednesday after¬ 
noon said she wanted to hold 
the victim’s hand before para¬ 
medics arrived because, “I felt 
like it was my daughter.” 


According to police, the 
woman, in her thirties, was rid¬ 
ing her bicycle north on Wind¬ 
mill Road in Dartmouth just 
before 3 p.m. when the north¬ 
bound truck turned right onto 
Albro Lake Road and struck her. 

“(It’s) just a horrible, hor¬ 
rible accident,” said Elizabeth 
Tanner, who was walking along 
the road when she saw the 
woman lying on the ground 
and the truck near the intersec¬ 
tion. 

“I just wanted to stay with 
her for as long as I could.” 

Tanner said her son is a 


paramedic and she works in 
health care, so she felt she had 
to help the cyclist. 

She could tell the woman 
was fatally injured, Tanner 
said, but held her hand and 
reassured her that everything 
was under control and she 
should hang on. 

“I’m so glad I was here for 
her. I felt like it was my daugh¬ 
ter,” Tanner said. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Pierre Bour- 
dages said the woman died at 
the scene, but has not been 
identified. 


He said police have “very 
limited details” on what hap¬ 
pened, and investigators are 
trying to reconstruct the scene 
with information from wit¬ 
nesses, as well as the driver and 
passenger of the truck. 

He added that he did not 
know whether the driver or 
cyclist was on their phone, or 
whether the woman was wear¬ 
ing a helmet. 

“We really have no indica¬ 
tion as to why (it) occurred,” 
Bourdages said. “It’s a very tra¬ 
gic collision.”

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Universities should focus 
on learning: Student report

The next time someone 
hears about the ranking of a 
Canadian university, or how 
many tenured professors 
they have on staff, Jonathan 


Williams hopes they ques¬ 
tion whether students are 
really learning. 

Williams, the executive 
director of Students Nova 
Scotia, said their new report 
Focus on Learning: A Stu¬ 
dent Vision for Improving 
Post-Secondary Education in 
Nova Scotia, illustrates the 
need for schools to track and 
improve student learning 
through outcomes and other 
tools. 

“We do need to say what 
we expect our students to 


learn, and we need to meas¬ 
ure whether or not they’re 
learning that,” Williams said 
Wednesday. 

Williams said there needs 
to be more of an emphasis 
on what students learn and 
the quality of education 
rather than the reputation of 
a school, how much research 
and papers they produce, or 
what the class sizes are go¬ 
ing in. 

“Those things don’t re¬ 
flect really whether students 
learn,” he said.

The report suggests a full 
review of current teaching 
practices in universities, cre¬ 
ating a separate fund tied to 
initiatives to train current 
and future professors, de¬ 


veloping common learning 
outcomes shared across the 
province, and implementing 
the Collegiate Learning 
Assessment (CLA), which 
measures what students are 
achieving in each program 
and holds universities ac¬ 
countable. 

Learning outcomes are 
all about letting students 
know what they can expect 
from a degree, whether it be 
a bachelor of arts, sciences 
or a doctorate program, and 
being clear about whether or 


not they’re achieving those 
things, Williams said. 

After holding focus 
groups with students, Wil¬ 
liams said overall satisfac¬ 
tion is “quite high” at most 
universities and colleges in 
the province, and the report 
is not meant to say we have 
poor quality post-secondary 
education. 

“We just need to get more 
focused on what students are 
supposed to learn, and wheth¬ 
er or not ... the environment 
is supporting them.”

Nova Scotia’s Environment De¬ 
partment is doing a poor job 
of monitoring some drinking 
water supplies, the province’s 
acting auditor general says in 
an annual report released Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Alan Horgan said he found 
that municipal facilities are 
generally audited eveiy three 
years as required, but regis¬ 
tered facilities are not. 

These 1,600 registered water 
supplies are typically wells used 
by restaurants, apartments, 
campgrounds, schools and 
nursing homes. 

“The nature of the inspec¬ 
tions and the fact that audits 
for the registered water sup¬ 


plies were not being done 
as frequently as required in¬ 
creased the risks,” Horgan told 
a news conference. 

Among other things, Hor¬ 
gan found instances when 
water samples were not ob¬ 
tained from registered facili¬ 
ties within the required 30 
days after a boil advisoiy was 
removed. 

As well, guidance for staff 
was inadequate, which resulted 
in a lack of followup after defi¬ 
ciencies were found in previous 
audits, the report adds. 

“The fact that there isn’t 
much guidance out there re¬ 
sulted in inspectors doing their 
own thing, and thus being in¬ 
consistent,” Horgan said. 

The report makes 19 rec¬ 
ommendations to fix the prob¬ 
lems. 

Environment Minister 
Randy Delorey said he has ac¬ 
cepts Horgan’s recommenda¬ 
tions. However, he insisted the 
risks associated with these lax 


standards were low. 

“What we haven’t seen 
is public-health concerns or 
outbreaks attributed to public 
water in the province of Nova 
Scotia,” he said. 

“I think that’s a testament 
to the fact that the risk level is 
low.” 

Conservative critic Chris 
d’Entremont challenged that 
view. 

“As a father, I want to know 
that the water that my kids are 
drinking in school or that my 
grandparents are drinking in a 
long-term care facility is quality 
water,” he said. 

“I don’t think that this gov¬ 
ernment can truly gives us a 
report on whether they are or 
aren’t.” 

Aside from the registered fa¬ 
cilities, there are 84 municipal 
water supplies in the province 
that provide drinking water to 
about 60 per cent of the prov¬ 
ince’s residents.

Nova Scotia’s electronic stu¬ 
dent information system 
does not fully protect the 
confidentiality of sensitive 
personal data, including 
grades and medical infor¬ 
mation, the province’s aud¬ 
itor general says. 

Alan Horgan, in an annu¬ 
al report released Wednes¬ 
day, said his staff exploited 
security weaknesses of 
three school boards to gain 
full access to the iNSchool 
system. 

The iNSchool system is 
used by teachers and par¬ 
ents to track programs and 
student progress, but it also 
contains health card num¬ 
bers, home addresses, tele¬ 
phone numbers and birth- 
dates. 

Horgan said there is a 
serious risk that someone 
could make unauthorized 
changes to the data and stu¬ 
dent safety could be com- 


The use of temporary for¬ 
eign workers tripled in At¬ 
lantic Canada between 2005 
and 2012, says a new re¬ 
port that warns changes to 
the controversial program 
could make it more difficult 
for businesses to use. 

The report by the At¬ 
lantic Provinces Economic 
Council said the number of 
foreign workers in the re¬ 
gion rose to 10,913 in 2012 
from 3,499 on Dec. 1, 2005. 

“Despite the rapid 
growth in the number of 
temporary foreign workers 
in Atlantic Canada, they ac- 


promised. 

“Each 
board looks 
after its 
own ac¬ 
count set¬ 
tings and 
some of 
these set¬ 
tings were 
too weak to 

protect the confidential in¬ 
formation stored in the sys¬ 
tems,” Horgan told a news 
conference. 

He said the threat of a se¬ 
curity breach is real, noting 
that his team of auditors 
learned that the system had 
been subjected to previous 
cyber attacks. 

“There were some cases 
where we saw that every at¬ 
tack was two seconds apart, 
which suggests that they’re 
automated,” he said. “There 
is software being used to 
try to break into these ac¬ 


count for only a tiny frac¬ 
tion of total employment,” 
David Chaundy, a senior 
economist with the think- 
tank, said in a news release 
Wednesday. 

The council said the lar¬ 
gest increases were in low¬ 
er-paying, lower-slcill occu¬ 
pations, such as fish plant 
and food service workers. 

Chaundy also said the 
federal program continues 
to be an important tool for 
the recruitment of manag¬ 
erial, professional or spe¬ 
cialized technical workers 
needed for short-term work. 


counts.” 

The acting auditor gener¬ 
al said the iNSchool project 
team has already fixed the 
most critical security issues, 
but his report says a privacy 
assessment has yet to be 
completed. 

There are intrusion- 
detection systems and fire¬ 
walls in place, but Horgan 
said they could be improved 
and the report makes nine 
recommendations to en¬ 
hance security. 

Horgan said the Edu¬ 
cation Department and 
school boards should en¬ 
force strong password and 
account settings, track all 
requests for access and de¬ 
velop a disaster recovery 
plan. 

The department has 
agreed to implement all 
of Horgan’s recommenda¬ 
tions.

The government is also con¬ 
sidering a total ban on sending 
textiles to the dump. 

“About 11 per cent of all 
waste going into Nova Scotia 
landfills consists of textiles,” 
said the province’s environ¬ 
ment minister, Randy Delorey.

Nova Scotia’s community ser¬ 
vices minister has announced 
half a million dollars in addi¬ 
tional funding for centres that 
support women in the prov¬ 
ince. 

But Joanne Bernard said 
more work needs to be done 
to educate the public about vio¬ 
lence against women. 

Bernard, a former executive 
director of Dartmouth’s Alice 
Housing, said Wednesday she’d 
like to see an education cam¬ 
paign similar to MADD’s cam¬ 
paign against drunk driving 
two decades ago that brought 
the issue to the forefront. 

“(A campaign) would edu¬ 
cate the public on not only the 
rights of women and children 
not to live in violence, but also 
the responsibility we collective¬ 
ly have as a society to report it,” 
said Bernard. 

Bernard said it will be up 
to the centres to decide how 
to spend their share of the 


$500,000 in annual funding. 

That includes an extra 
$115,000 for Alice Housing, 
which provides safe housing 
for women and their families, 
and Biyony House — shelters 
whose services are in high de¬ 
mand. The remaining $270,000 
will be divided amongst the 
roughly 17 transition homes 
and women’s centres through¬ 
out the province. 

“I have enough trust in 
women’s organizations to 
do their budgets and their 
programming,” said Bernard 
after a news conference at the 
Women’s Council House in 
Halifax’s south end. 

“It could be used for pro¬ 
gramming, it could be used for 
their shelters, it could be used 
for outreach — anything they 
see as a gap in services.” 

Bernard couldn’t say how 
much money in total is given 
to centres annually by the prov¬ 
ince because she says it varies 
with demand. 

Rhonda Fraser, co-chair¬ 
woman of the Transition House 
Association of Nova Scotia, said 
it’s important that support for 
services that assist women con¬ 
tinues to grow. 

“As long as violence against 
women exists, we do not have 
safe and healthy communities 
in a way that I think we would 
all like to have,” Fraser told the 
news conference.

A program that helps 
people find housing in the 
municipality has opened a 
new office in Dartmouth. 

A news release says the 
Dartmouth Housing Help 
office will serve as a more 
convenient location for resi¬ 
dents in Dartmouth, who 
currently seek help from the 
Halifax Housing Help office. 
The office at 260 Wyse Road 
will be managed by Metro 
Non-Profit Housing Associa¬ 
tion and the Public Good 
Society of Dartmouth and is 
being funded by United Way 
over four years. The society’s 
other services, including its 
community that transports 
people to various services, 
will be available through 
the new office. The Halifax 
Housing Help office helped 
more than 200 people last 
year who were homeless 
or at risk of becoming 
homeless. It also helps 
direct people who require 
emergency shelter to the 
appropriate agencies.

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Flood recovery to cost billions in Serbia, Bosnia 

Bosnian residents from a nearby village film floods in the village of Domaljevac near the Bosnian town of Orasje 
along the river Sava, 200 kilometres north of Sarajevo, on Wednesday. Floodwaters have receded in Bosnia and 
Serbia just enough to reveal the next shock: Recovery from the historic flood will probably cost billions of euros that 
neither country has. Although there’s no official total for flood damages, the Raiffeisen Investment Group said in 
a note to investors that preliminary estimates are nearly $1.8 billion US for Bosnia alone. In neighbouring Serbia, 
Prime Minister Aleksandar Vucic has said damage could range up to $2 billion. The record flooding has led to at 
least 44 deaths: 22 in Bosnia, 20 in Serbia and two in Croatia. Bosnia has one of the lowest gross domestic products 
in Europe and an unemployment rate of up to 44 per cent, amel emric/the associated press 


Residents report 
extremist group 
attacked villages 


48 more dead. After 
car bombings that 
killed 118 in Jos, Boko 
Haram fighters target 
Nigerian villages 


Boko Haram assaulted three 
villages in northern Nigeria, 
killing 48 people, residents said 
Wednesday, hours after bomb¬ 
ings claimed at least 118 lives 
in the central city of Jos in an 
attack the government blamed 
on the Islamic extremists. 

One of the villages attacked 
between Tuesday night and ear¬ 
ly Wednesday is near the town 
of Chibok, where more than 
300 schoolgirls were kidnapped 
last month by Boko Haram, ac¬ 



cording to residents and a state 
intelligence agent who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 
During the latest attack on 


three northeastern villages, ter¬ 
rified residents said they hid in 
the bush and watched while 
Boko Haram fighters set their 
thatched-roof homes ablaze. 

“We saw our village go up 
in flames as we hid in the bush 
waiting for the dawn. We lost 
everything,” Apagu Maidaga 
of the village of Alagamo told 
The Associated Press. The near¬ 
by villages of Bulakurbe and 
Shawa were also attacked. 

In Jos, at least 118 people 
were killed in Tuesday’s bomb¬ 
ings, and 64 were hospitalized. 

Most victims were women 
and children who worked as 
vendors, said Mohammed Ab- 
dulsalam of the National Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 
“We expect to find more bodies 
in the rubble,” he said.

Ukraine. Good news,

Rotting garbage is piling 
up in the hallways of the 
government office build¬ 
ing seized by separatists in 
eastern Ukraine. Telephones 


ripped from the walls are 
piled atop broken furniture 
and mounds of old files. The 
stench of sweat and stale 
cigarettes is eveiywhere. 

The guards, slouching men 
with pistols shoved in their 
pockets or flapping loosely 
in holsters, look increas¬ 
ingly bored. 

It’s been six weeks since 
they took over the building, 
a week since they declared 


independence from Ukraine. 
But the authority of the al¬ 
leged nation barely extends 
beyond their 10-storey office 
tower and a few heavily 
armed checkpoints on roads 
leading into this industrial 
city 80 kilometres (50 miles) 
from the Russian border. 

In the streets of Donetsk, 
the separatist leaders and

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Prince sharks debate

Off-the-cuff remark

The seemingly off-the-cuff 
comment reportedly made 
by Prince Charles in Halifax 
comparing Russian President 
Vladimir Putin’s actions in 
Ukraine to the territoiy-seiz- 
ing of Adolf Hitler has stirred 
debate in the United King¬ 
dom about the role of the 
monarchy. 

Labour Party MP Mike 


Gapes weighed in with a 
tweet that suggested the 
Prince of Wales should have 
kept his comments to him¬ 
self. 

“In constitutional mon¬ 
archy policy and diplomacy 
should be conducted by par¬ 
liament and government. 
Monarchy should be seen and 
not heard,” he tweeted. 

When someone asked 
him about the prince’s right 
to free speech, he replied 
on Twitter: “If you are heir 
to throne or monarch what 
you say matters. Normal 
‘free speech’ argument not 
relevant.” But Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg said the 


prince was “free to express 
himself.” 

“I have never been of this 
view that if you are a member 
of the royal family somehow 
you have to enter into some 
Trappist vow of silence,” said 
Clegg. 

“I think he is entitled to 
his views. But I don’t know 
whether those were his views 
because I just don’t think pro¬ 
viding a running commen¬ 
tary on what were private 
conversations is useful to 
anybody.” Britain’s Daily Mail 
said Charles made the com¬ 
ment during a visit Monday 
to a museum in Halifax.

Shooter of student pleads not guilty 


There are prominent videos 
of the twin towers collapsing, 
photos of people falling from 
them, portraits of nearly 
3,000 victims and voicemail 
messages from people in hi¬ 
jacked planes. 

But behind the wrench¬ 
ing sights and sounds of the 
National September 11 Me¬ 
morial and Museum in New 
York lies a quiet effort to help 
visitors handle its potentially 
traumatic impact, from si¬ 
lent spaces and built-in tissue 
boxes to a layout designed to 
let people bypass the most in¬ 
tense exhibits. 

Discreet oak-leaf symbols 
denote items connected to the 
dead, and the images of fall¬ 
ing victims are in an alcove 
marked with a warning sign. 

And American Red Cross 
counselling volunteers stood 
by as the museum opened to 
the public Wednesday. 

“There’s a lot of thought 
given to the psychological 
safety of visitors,” said Jake 
Barton, who helped create 
the exhibits.

Museum planners real¬

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Argues he was 
protecting property. 
German exchange 
student, 17, slain after 
entering man’s garage 


A man tiying to catch the 
thieves who targeted his 
house pleaded not guilty Wed¬ 
nesday to deliberately killing a 
17-year-old German exchange 


student who entered his gar¬ 
age, a case that ignited debate 
about laws allowing people to 
kill to protect their property. 

Markus Kaarma, 29, of 
Montana, was arraigned in the 
April 27 death of Diren Dede 
of Hamburg, Germany. 

Deputy Missoula County 
Attorney Andrew Paul said 
Kaarma’s neighbours fear him 
and the investigation into the 
deadly shooting turned up a 
pattern of irrational and aggres¬ 


sive behaviour. 

Defence attorneys argued 
the neighbours’ fears are “not 
based in logic” but are a result 
of the public outciy over the 
case that caused some critics 
to question a Montana law 
that allows people to use leth¬ 
al force to defend themselves 
or their property. 

Prosecutors allege Kaarma 
and his girlfriend were frus¬ 
trated over recent burglaries 
and set up motion sensors and 


video cameras to try to catch 
the thieves. 

The couple had left their 
garage door partially open 
the night of the shooting, 
and Kaarma blindly fired four 
shots into the garage after 
they spotted a trespasser, 
charging documents said. 

Prosecutors say Dede 
was apparently looking for 
alcohol when he entered 
Kaarma’s garage.

The Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association is challenging the 
constitutionality of a federal 
privacy law that allows pri¬ 
vate companies to disclose 
personal information to the 
government without a war¬ 
rant. 

The challenge comes amid 
revelations that telecom¬ 
munications service providers 
have been disclosing private 
customer information to gov¬ 
ernment agencies on a broad 
scale. 

In its application to the On¬ 
tario Superior Court, the asso¬ 
ciation says law enforcement 


may have a need for some 
personal information, but the 
current law is too broad and 
should be struck down. 

The association says the 
consequences of allowing gov¬ 
ernment to access and share 
personal information without 
a person’s knowledge or con¬ 
sent can be very serious and 
violate fundamental constitu¬ 
tional rights. 

The court filing also said 
the law allows government 
agencies to share infor¬ 
mation with foreign gov¬ 
ernments in some cases.

Money will help pay 
for research into the 
primary health-care 
needs of mothers,

A week before an international 
conference on maternal and 
child health care opens in To¬ 
ronto, the Harper government 
is rolling out announcements 
on what it sees as its signature 
issue on the world stage. 

In Geneva, Health Minis¬ 
ter Rona Ambrose pledged 
$36 million over seven years 
to help improve the lives of 
women and children in sub- 
Saharan Africa. 

Hours later in Calgaiy, 
Deepalc Obhrai, the parlia- 
mentaiy secretaiy to Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird, 
unveiled another program to 
help mothers and children in 
South Sudan. 


Ambrose was at the World 
Health Assembly in Geneva 
when she pledged the money 
to help pay for research in nine 
countries into the primaiy 
health-care needs of mothers, 
newborns and children. The 
countries are Ethiopia, Ghana, 
Tanzania, Mozambique, Mali, 
Senegal, South Sudan, Malawi 
and Nigeria. 

Obhrai said Canada will put 
up $19.9 million over six years 
to staff and equip four mobile 
primary health-care clinics 
and provide other services to 
350,000 people in more than 
600 remote communities in 
Warrap state, South Sudan. 

Canada will also help train 
1,500 community health vol¬ 
unteers, deliver 116,000 anti- 
malarial bed nets and build 
170 safe drinking water points. 

The announcements come 
ahead of the May 28 to 30 
conference in Toronto, which 
is aimed at helping to shape 
future action on maternal and 
child health problems.

Soylent may be 
convenient but it's not 
very appetizing, says 
reporter Jessica Smith 
Cross, who spent a week 
living on the liquid 




Standing at the streetcar stop a 
few weeks ago, tired and hun¬ 
gry after a long day at work, 
my arms loaded down with 
groceries, I longed for Soylent. 

I had interviewed Rob 
Rhinehart, whose company 
sells Soylent, a beige liquid 
that he claims has eveiy nutri¬ 
ent, calorie and protein the 
body needs. It’s made from a 
bag of powder — maltodextrin 
(simple carbs), rice protein, 
oat flour and a blend of vita¬ 
mins and minerals — and a 
packet of oils that provide fat 
and omega-3s. It costs about 
$10 a day. You just mix, carry 
it around in a water bottle and 
sip. 

He’d promised to send a 
sample. Though I enjoy eating 
and cooking, the idea of taking 
a break (from shopping, clean¬ 
ing, being too busy to eat and 
then wanting anything cov¬ 
ered in cheese) was appealing. 

People worldwide are 
clamouring for Soylent. His 
company raised more than $1 
million in pre-orders through 
crowdfunding and more still 
in venture capital funding. 

Rhinehart, who is trained 
as an electrical engineer, was 
working at a failing startup 
in California when, time and 
money-starved, he decided to 
“hack” food. He wrote a blog 
post called “How I stopped eat¬ 
ing food” about eating nothing 
but Soylent for 30 days. 

“My energy level had sky¬ 
rocketed at this point. I felt 
like a kid again.... I feel like the 
six million dollar man. My phy¬ 
sique has noticeably improved, 
my skin is clearer, my teeth 
whiter, my hair thicker and 
my dandruff gone,” he wrote. 

He went on to live on Soy¬ 
lent for two more months. To¬ 
day, he relies on it for 90 per 
cent of his meals, he said. 

It sounded wonderful, so I 
decided to give it a try. Here is 
my own account of seven days 
on Soylent. The rules I set for 
myself: I couldn’t eat anything; 
I drank Soylent, as well as cof¬ 
fee, lattes and water; I imbibed 
a few alcoholic drinks and an 
Italian soda. 

Results may not be typical. 


Tuesday 

With a friend as fellow guin¬ 
ea pig, I mixed my first batch of 
Soylent with equal parts trepi¬ 
dation and excitement. The 
smell was familiar: vanilla, like 
batter, the taste slightly sweet 
with chalky notes. 

Moments later we received 
news a mutual friend had died, 
not unexpectedly. Soylent was 
forgotten. That evening, friends 
snacked as we swapped stories 
of the departed. Later, as they 
cooked dinner in my kitchen, 
I thought about how food is a 
ritual we bond over in joy and 
grief. When there were breaks 
in conversation, a friend would 
ask about Soylent, and eveiy- 
one would weigh in with a 
question, thought or joke. It 
helped. 

Wednesday 

I felt awful. I began having 
heartburn and I’d feel discom¬ 
fort after drinking it. I was 
finding myself not hungiy but 
missing being full. Instead of a 
break from food, it was all I was 
thinking about. Any advertise¬ 
ment, mention or smell of food 
would upset me. I couldn’t stop 
thinking of the scene in the dys¬ 
topian sci-fi film Soylent Green 


(in which their Soylent is made 
of people) where the character 
Sol — who hasn’t had real food 
in years — takes great pleas¬ 
ure in eating lettuce. Oh God, I 
missed lettuce. 

Thursday 

I was getting bored with the 
monotony of Soylent, so for 
breakfast I added espresso pow¬ 
der and ice. For lunch, when I 
tried to microwave it, my meal 
got thick and exploded. But 
thinned down with some hot 
water and cocoa powder, it 
made a passable hot chocolate. 

The cravings for real food 
weren’t going away. When 
a co-worker offered me a 
doughnut, I barked “No” so 
loudly the whole newsroom 
stared at me. 

Later at a get-together, I tried 
a Soylent cocktail and made a 
Bailey’s-whislcey mix. Not bad, 
but after one I’d had enough. 

Friday 

On Fridays I volunteer at a 
breakfast drop-in program. I 
thought it would be difficult to 
be surrounded by and cooking 
large quantities of food. For¬ 
tunately, it was so busy I didn’t 
have time to think about it. 


Saturday 

At a friend’s cottage, the 
host put together a beautiful 
array of food — fruit, nuts, 
cheese, meat, bread, avocado 
and hard-boiled eggs. I stared 
longingly. This was the start of 
my food-staring phase. When 
my husband was eating a de¬ 
licious-looking beet salad that 
night, I couldn’t tear my eyes 
away. My mouth watered. “De¬ 
scribe it to me,” I demanded. 

“This is weird,” he replied. 

Sunday 

At dim sum with friends 
there was more staring at food, 
more jokes about how crazy it 
is not to eat. It was funny, but I 
was sad to miss the experience 
of sharing and tasting food. I 
noticed it was getting easier. 
The trouble digesting Soylent 
was all but gone. I got used to 
feeling a food craving, acknow¬ 
ledging it and moving on. I had 
the energy to go out dancing. 

Monday 

At the gym, I was happy to 
find I was in the same shape 
as the week before. I had the 
energy for my normal workout. 
I hadn’t lost or gained weight. 


But then, Soylent isn’t that kind 
of diet. In the last few hours, I 
made a batch of muffins for the 
morning and it took all of my 
will not to eat one. 

The final gulp 

I never got to the point 
where, like Rhinehart had 
described in his blog post, I 
wouldn’t crave food if I smelled 
it but want Soylent instead. I 
never felt I had extra energy. 

Rhinehart attributes the “six 
million dollar man” feeling to 
his switch from an unhealthy 
diet to a healthy one, so per¬ 
haps I had a healthier baseline. 

Knowing I’d been eating 
nothing but Soylent all week, 
he told me that wasn’t Soylent’s 
intended use. Soylent’s market¬ 
ing department had told me 
the same after I complained on 
Twitter about finding that hard. 

But, eveiything I read about 
Soylent, beginning with Rhine- 
hart’s own blog, was Soylent 
could be all the food you need. 

It’s been heralded in the 
media as “the end of food” and 
a product that could change 
the world as we know it, so I 
was disappointed to be scolded 
for trying to live on it for just 
a week. 

“The product wasn’t meant 


A future free 
of food fears? 

Rhinehart’s company is 
working to get Soylent to 
crowdfunders after lengthy 
delays. They’re now ship¬ 
ping to Americans who or¬ 
dered a three-month supply. 

In the long term, Rhine¬ 
hart said he envisions a 
world where Soylent is free 
on tap and no one has to 
worry about food again. 

In line with that vision, 
he’s taken an open-source 
approach to Soylent: he 
posted the recipe online 
and doesn’t have any pat¬ 
ents. He said there will be 
some changes to the recipe, 
as he hopes to source much 
of the product from algae 
as it’s an environmentally 
friendly and efficient food. 

A clinical trial to deter¬ 
mine the health effects of 
a Soylent diet is underway, 
said Rhinehart. Most skepti¬ 
cism from nutritionists, 
dieticians and doctors have 
come from a lack of testing. 

“That’s kind of overkill 
for a food,” said Rhinehart. 
“A lot of people get veiy 
concerned about this prod¬ 
uct, but it’s just food, like 
fish and chips or cereal.”

Not-so-happy 
times for 
dancing 
Iranians 

An Internet video of six young 
Iranian men and women 
dancing to Pharrell Williams’ 
Happy has led to their arrests, 
showing how far Tehran will 
go to halt what it deems to be 
decadent western behaviour 
— despite the views of its 
moderate president. 

Criticism outside Iran was 
predictably swift Wednesday, 
with calls for freedom for 
the jailed youths zipping 
around social media. Williams 
tweeted: “It’s beyond sad 
these kids were arrested for 
tiying to spread happiness.” 

A tweet posted Wednesday 



evening on President Hassan 
Rouhani’s account seemed 
to address the controversy, 
even if it stopped short of 
mentioning the video or the 
arrests directly. 

“#Happiness is our 
people’s right,” it said. “We 
shouldn’t be too hard on 
behaviours caused by joy.” 

Other social-media posts 


suggested at least some of 
the dancers had already been 
released, though there was 
no independent confirmation 
from authorities. 

The case was another 
reminder of the tensions that 
exist at the highest levels of 
Iranian power, with hard¬ 
liners determined to maintain 
the status quo while moder¬ 
ates try to push through 
change — be it improved 
relations with the West or a 
loosening of morality clamp- 
downs at home.

At first glance, the attention- 
grabbing part of John Tur¬ 
turro’s latest film as an actor 
and director, Fading Gigolo, 
is that it’s about a mild-man¬ 
nered flower salesman (Tur¬ 
turro) who ends up getting 
pimped out by an older pal 
(Woody Allen) to service high- 
end female clients (played 
by the likes of Sharon Stone 
and Sofia Vergara). But hid¬ 
den under that comic shell is 
a poignant look at the dying 
mom-and-pop store culture of 
New York City. 

There’s an impressive 
warmth to the cinematog¬ 
raphy in this. 

That’s because we shot it 
on film. We tested film and 
digital, and we decided that 


film was more flattering to 
all the ladies. It’s just softer. 

It creates a world of the film, 
like when you see a beauti¬ 
ful photograph or a painting 
and it’s kind of evocative, it’s 
something you can be invited 
into. And I chose a lot of veiy 
hard places to shoot in be¬ 
cause they were all so small, 
so tiny. And listen, to get 
Woody out of khaki pants? 
Come on. 

How did you do that? 

I said, “Woody, that’s not in 
my colour scheme.” After 
being involved with the 
project for a couple of years 
and working in the theatre 
together, he was like, “OK.” 

I even got a ski cap on 
him. I mean, he’s in a black 
jacket. He looks great! 

Woody doesn’t often act 
for other directors. 

No. He likes me, I wrote 
the script, he gave me 
feedback on it, I revised it, 
we worked in the theatre 
together. So that’s a two- 
year process of what you’re 
seeing. In a way, Woody 
encouraging me and push¬ 
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ing me to make it deeper 
and whatever is kind of like 
the dynamic in the movie. 


When I directed these 
plays, Woody would tell me, 
“Everything is great. Just 


don’t f— it up.” 

Your film takes place in a 


world that’s disappearing: 
small, independent NYC 
shops. 

Theses places are going. It’s 
easy to be nostalgic about 
stuff, but there is a loss when 
there’s less individuality and 
it’s all the same. Go into a 
Starbucks, everyone’s alone. 
I’m an investor in my book¬ 
store in Park Slope because 
I like to be able to go to a 
bookstore that’s not a chain. I 
don’t like things that are too 
big, like supermarkets. They 
scare me. I just feel like that’s 
not the way it’s supposed to 
be. 

Have the Coen Brothers been 
in touch with you about the 
Barton Fink sequel? 

They’re waiting for me to get 
really old, yeah. 

They said it might be time. 
How does that make you 
feel? 

Well, I’m ready for whatever 
they want to do. They want 
to grey me up, that’s fine. Ob¬ 
viously with them I would do 
whatever. They’re really some 
of my closer friends in the 
business and just in general.

“Burgers are storming Paris at 
the moment — helas! — and 
eveiyone eats them with a 
knife and fork,” writes Laura 
Calder in her book Paris Ex¬ 
press.

World Cup. ‘Deep-rooted 
racism’ rears head in Italy 


FIFA vice-president Jefff ey Webb 
condemned “deep-rooted ra¬ 
cism” in Italy on Wednesday 
after Mario Balotelli was racially 
abused while training with the 
national team. 

A year after spearheading 
the strengthening of FIFA’s dis¬ 
crimination sanctions, Webb is 
frustrated that some countries 
including Italy and Spain are 
not showing the commitment 
required for the fight against 
racism. 

“National associations ob¬ 
viously really have to not just 
talk about zero tolerance — 
they have to put action behind 
it,” Webb told The Associated 
Press in an interview in London. 
“If you look at some of the de¬ 
cisions that have been taken in 


Spain and Italy 
definitely that’s 
cause for con¬ 
cern.” 

Balotelli 
faced racist 
chants again 
on Wednes¬ 
day morning 
in Italy — this 
time at the national team’s 
World Cup training base in Flor¬ 
ence. 

“Unfortunately, it just shows 
the deep-rooted racism and 
prejudice that exists obviously 
in the Italian community and 
society at large,” said Webb, 
who heads FIFA’s task force 
against discrimination. “It is a 
fight, it is a challenge.”
